discretion of the trial cou*t, and, in 
the absence of an abuse of that dis­ 
cretion, it is not subject to review'. 
In other words, while the trial court 
must be clearly satisfied that a juror 
is fair and impartial before permit­ 
ting him to sit in a criminal 
case. 
yet upon appeal to this court, itmust 
be clearly shown that the trial court 
abused its discretion before this court 
will review' its rulings 
in 
this re­ 
spect.” 
We think it clear that 
the 
trial 
court erred in 
two 
particulars 
in 
passing upon the competency of the 
juror McKinney. First, 
this juror 
frankly stated theat on account 
of 
what he had heard he did not think 
that he could give the defendant the 
same fair and impartial trial as if 
he had not heard anything. This was 
stating, in effect, that the juror be­ 
lieved that the 
opinion 
which 
he 
then entertained would influence his 
action in finding a verdict; 
that it 
might combat the 
evidence 
of the 
witnesses and resist its force. It is 
the nature of the opinion and not the 
source from which it is derived that 
we 
are 
considering. We 
do 
not 
claim that 
any 
impression 
which 
a juror may have to the guile of a 
defendant will necessarily disqualify 
the juror. But we do say that when 
the juror is show'n to have an opin­ 
ion as to the guilt of the defendant, 
it matters not from what 
source it 
comes, then the burden is on the 
State to show that this 
opinion 
is 
such that it does not affect the fair- 


is 
immaterial 
as to whether the law was complied 
with. Such a statement as this 
is 
the first step toward lynch law, and 
if recognized by this 
court, 
would 
'ripe out and destroy every constitu­ 
tional right, and would 
establish a 
precedent w’hich, if followed, would re 
suit in arbitrary punishment in the 
name of the law'; a consumation dan­ 
gerous to liberty and innocence and 
utterly inconsistent with the perpe­ 
tuity of our free 
institutions. We 
heartily assent to the proposition that 
when a defendant has been properly 
indicted and fairly tried and the evi­ 
dence clearly shows that he is guilty, 
then a conviction should not be set 
aside on account of any mere matter 
of form or any exception which did 
not deprive the defendant of a sub­ 
stantial right. We have uniformally 
recognized and adherred to this rule, 
as our decisions 
will 
conclusively 
show. But It is an utter misappre­ 
hension of the doctrine of harmless 
error to suppose that when a defend­ 
ant has been deprived of a substan­ 
tial right the error was or could be 
harmless. If this is 
correct, 
then 
the doctrine itself would become a 
mighty engine of wrong and oppress­ 
ion; in fact it would be the entering 
wedge of anarchy, for it would result 
in the destruction of all law and sub­ 
stitute in its place the arbitrary will 
of the judges and jurors. 
Section 5618 of Wilson s Oklahoma 
Statutes, is as follows: 
“On an appeal the court must give 
judgment without regard to technical 
errors or defects, or to

health,” 
remarked 
one 
republican 
senator in a rather sneering way, the 
day Senator Owen of Oklahoma was 
making a speech urging the estab­ 
lishment of a new department. The 
senator went on to indicate that this 
was one of the uew propositions of 
the time which, if not absurd, scarce­ 
ly needed consideration. Yet a de­ 
partm ent of health could do more for 
this country than almost any other 
departm ent of the government. 
Twenty-five years 
ago 
the 
same 
sneers were made in regard to the 
establishment of 
a 
departm ent 
of 
agriculture, yet it is 
conceded 
that 
more people are benefited by that 
departm ent than by any other. For 
a long time it was a hard fight to 
establish a departm ent of commerce, 
yet that departm ent is doing excel­ 
lent work today. As to a public health 
bureau or departm ent—it m atters not 
what it may be called—there is ev­ 
ery reason why the United States 
should have some sort of an orga­ 
nization which will work, not only 
to prevent the spread of contagious 
disease, but which will try to do 
something to cure diseases that are 
causing so much suffering in the 
country. 
It may be true that the care of 
health is something that should be 
personal to every man, but, just as 
Senator Owen pointed out, the spread 
of contagious disease can not be 
prevented by individuals, and in the 
tenements and slums of great cities 
disease is bred and spread so that 
individuals 
can 
not 
take 
care 
of 
themselves. iXor can 
persons 
who 
are not responsible for such condi­ 
tions prevent contagion from affect­ 
ing them. 
A departm ent of 
public 
health, 
managed by competent men, could ac­ 
complish much for the country, and 
relieve a great deal of the suffering 
which now is so prevalent Upon the 
health of the people depend their 
contentment and happiness, and it 
might not be so much out of place 
for a government to encourage the 
contentment 
and 
happiness 
of 
its 
people.

discharge of this duty, the Judge, may 
have recourse to any means of in- 
formation within his. power. In fact 
he should carefully investigate every 
source which would be calculated to 
throw any light upon the competency 
of a Juror, and i£ the Judge is not en- 
tirely satisfied of the competency of 
the juror, he should be excused. 
In Johnson vs. 'State, 1 Okla. Crimm. 
Rep., p. 348, this court said:

of jurors is addressed to the sound 
discretion ot the trial cou-t, and, in 
the absence of an abuse of that dis- 
cretion, it is not subject to review.

We think it clear that the trial 


court erred in two particulars 
in 


passing upon the competency of the 
Juror McKinney. First, 
this Juro 


frankly ;stated theat on account o 
wiiat he had heard he did, not think 
that.he could give the defendant the 
same fair and .impartial trial as if 
he had not heard anything. This was 
stating, in effect, that the, juror be- 
lieved . that the. opinion 
which 
he 


then entertained would ilnfluence his 
action in finding, a verdict; 
that it 


might combat the 
evidence 
of the 


witnesses and resist its force. It Is 
;he nature ot the opinion and not the 
Source from which it is derived that 
we are 
considering. We do not 


ilalm that any 
Impression 
which 


i Juror may have to the guillf of a 
lefendant, will necessarily disqualify 
the. juror;. But. we do say.that, when 
the juror is shown to have an opin- 
ion as to the guilt of the defendant, 
it matters not from what source it 
comes, then the burden Is on, the 
'State to show that this opinion Is 
such that it does not affect the fair- 


the trial court to sustain 
lenge for .cause. 


Second, counsel for the defendant 


asked the juror this question: "In 
your present frame of 
mind, 
with 


what you have heard, you could con- 
vict the defendant on less evidence 
than if you had not heard anything?" 
The court erred in not permitting 
this question to be answered. While 
it is true that the court would not be 
bound by the answer of the 
juror, 


yet, when it is disclosed that a juror 
has an opinion, in all fairness the 
court should permit the most search- 
ing cross-examination of the juror 
as.to the origin, extent and proba- 
ble effect of such opinion. This 
is 


especially true in capital cases. The 
graver the,case and the more severe 
the punishment liable to be inflicted, 
the more cautious the court should be 
in safeguarding all of the substantial 
rights ot the defendant. But it may 
be said that the defendant is guilty 
and that therefore it is 
immaterial 


as .to whether the law was complied 
with. Such a statement a£ this 
is 


the first step toward lynch law, and 
if recognized by this 
court, 
would 


wipe out and destroy every constitu- 
tional right, and would 
establish a 


precedent which, if followed, would re 
suit in arbitrary punishment in the 
name of the law; a consumation dan- 
gerous to liberty and innocence and 
utterly Inconsistent with the. perpe- 
tuity of our free 
Institutions. We 


heartily assent to the proposition that 
when a defendant has been properly 
indicted and fairly tried and the evi- 
dence clearly shows that, he Is guilty, 
then a conviction should not be set 
aside on account of any mere matter 
of form or any exception which did 
not deprive the defendant of a sub- 
stantial right.

lishment of a new department. The 
senator went on to indicate that this 
was one of the new propositions of 
the time which, if not absurd, scarce- 
ly needed consideration. Yet a de- 
partment of health could do more for 
this country tban almost any other 
department of the government. 


Twenty-five years ago the same 


sneers were made in regard to the 
establishment of 
a 
department of 


agriculture, yet It is conceded that 
more people are benefited by that 
department than by any other. For 
a long time it was a hard fight to 
establish a department of commerce, 
yet that department is doing excel- 
lent work today. As to a public health 
bureau or department—it matters not 
what it may be called—there is ev- 
ery reason why the United States 
should have some sort of an orga- 
nization which will work, not only 
to prevent the spread of contagious 
disease, but whjch will try to do 
something to cure diseases that are 
causing so much suffering in the 
country. 


It may be true that the ca**e of 


health is something that should be 
personal to every man, but, just as 
Senator Owen pointed out, the spread 
of contagious disease can not be 
prevented by individuals, and in the 
tenements and slums of great cities 
disease is bred and spread so that 
individuals can not take care of 
themselves. tNor can persons who 
are not responsible for such condi- 
tions prevent contagion from affect- 
ing them. 


A department of 
public 
health, 


managed by competent men, could ac- 
complish much for the country, and 
relieve a great deal of the suffering 
which now is so prevalent. Upon the 
health of the people depend their 
contentment and happiness, and it 
might not be so much out of place 
for a government to encourage the

While 
it is true that the court would not be 
bound by the answer of the 
juror, 


yet, when it is disclosed that a juror 
has an opinion, in all fairness the 
court should permit the most search- 
ing cross-examination of the juror 


to the origin, extent and proba- 


ble effect of such opinion. This 
is 


especially true in capital cases. The 
graver the,case and the more severe 
the punishment liable to be inflicted, 
the more cautious the court should be 
in safeguarding all of the substantial 
rights of the defendant. But it may 
be said that the defendant is guilty 
and that therefpre it is 
immaterial 


as .to whether the law was complied 
with. Such a statement as. this 
is 


the first step toward lynch law, and 
if recognized by this court, 
would 


wipe out and destroy every constltu-

suit in arbitrary punishment in the 
name of the law; a consumation dan- 
gerous to liberty and innocence and 
utterly Inconsistent with the. perpe- 
tuity of pur free 
institutions. We 


heartily assent to the proposition that 
when a defendant has been properly 
indicted and fairly tried and the evi- 
dence clearly shows that, he is guilty, 
then a conviction should not be set 
aside on account of any mere, matter 
of form or any exception which did 
not deprive the defendant of. a sub- 
stantial right. We have uniformally 
recognized and adherred to this rule 
as our decisions, .will, conclusively 
show. But .It is an .utter misappre- 
hension of the doctrine of harmless 
error to suppose that when a defend- 
ant, has been deprived of, a substan- 
tial right the error was or could be. 
harmless. If this Is correct, 
then 


the doctrine itself wpuld become a 
mighty engine of wrong and oppress- 
ion; In fact it would be the entering 
wedge of anarchy, for it would result 
in the destruction of all law and sub- 
stitute In its place the arbitrary will 
of the judges and jurors. 


Section 5618 of .Wilspn's Oklahpma 


Statutes, is as follows: 


"On an appeal the court must give 


Judgment without regard to technical 
errors or defects, or to exceptions 


but this corrobora- 


which 
tends to connect the 
de- 


fendant with .the commission of the 
offense." 


The vice of this instruction lies in 


the fact that the court tells the jury 
that the corroboration (of the accom- 
plice) ought to be as to some fact 
which tends to connect the defendant 
with the commission of the offense. 
The law prohibits a jury from con- 
victing a defendant upon the testi- 
mony of an accomplice, unless such 
testimony is corroborated by other 
testimony which tends to connect the 
defendant with the offense cpmmitted. 
The law is mandatory. This instruc- 
tion is only advisary, and 
qualifies 


and is contradictory of the first por- 
tion of the instruction which cor- 
rectly states the law. When this is 
the case no one cars tell upon what 
portion of the instruction the jury 
acted in finding their verdict.

LINE WITH PROGRESS

OWEN" RECALLS OPPOSITION 


TO AfiRICULTUHEA'L

PARTMENT.'

Washington,

5.—"Owen 
i 


talking about a department of public 
health," 
remarked 
one republican 


senator in a rather sneering way, the 
flay Senator Owen of Oklahoma -was 
making a speech urging the estab- 
lishment of a new department. The 
senator went on to indicate that this 
was one of the new propositions of 
the time which, it not absurd, scarce- 
ly needed consideration. Yet a de- 
partment of health could do more for 
this country than almost any othef 
department of the government. 


Twenty-five years ago the 
same 


sneers were made in regard to the 
establishment of 
a 
department of 


agriculture, yet it is conceded that 
more people are benefited by that 
department than by any other. For 
a long time it was a hard fight to 
establish a department of commerce, 
yet that department is doing excel- 
lent work today. As to a public health 
bureau or department—it matters not 
what it may be called—there is ev- 
ery reason wh/y the United States 
should have some sort of an orga- 
nization which will work, not only 
to prevent the spread of contagious 
disease, but which will try to do 
something to cure diseases that are 
causing so much suffering in the 
country. 


It may be true that the ca*-e of 


health is something that should be 
personal to every man, but, just as 
Senator Owen pointed out, the spread 
of contagious disease can not be 
prevented by individuals, and in the 
tenements and slums of great cities 
disease is bred and spread so that 
individuals can not take care of 
themselves. iNor can persons who 
are not responsible lor such condi- 
tions prevent contagion from affect- 
ing them. 


A department of 
public 
health, 


managed by competent men, could ac- 
complish much for the country, and 
relieve a great deal of the suffering 
which now is so prevalent. Upon the 
health of the people depend their 
contentment and happiness, and it 
might not be so much out of place 
for a government to encourage the 
contentment and happiness of its 
people.
